Paris, France, April 21.—Roosevelt 
has been received in Paris, the city 
of the gay and the Mecca of the blase 
and the cynical, not alone with in­ 
terest, but with such an outburst of 
enthusiasm as is amazing, perhaps 
to no one more than to Paris her­ 
self. 


There is no other man in the world 
who could have achieved such a re­ 
ception as Paris gave Roosevelt to­ 
day. Emperors and Kings, famous no­ 
tables and the ordinary run of no­ 
tables are an old story here. They 
come and go—an endless procession 
--every month, and no one notices 
them. They receive the cold formal­ 
ities of the official world; they live 
for a moment in the curt paragraphs 
of the press and then are gone, leav 
ing no more impression than a cara­ 
van of shadows. 


But Roosevelt is something new, 
something different. 
He is pictures 
que, and, next to herself, Paris dear­ 
ly loves the picturesque. He is a man 
who does things, and Paris admires 
achievement and worships success. 
His fame as a statesman, as a hunt­ 
er, as a preacher and as a leader of 
a great people had preceded him, and 
Paris has fallen in an ecstasy of 
admiration at his feet. 
All of the morning papers today 
printed sketches of the former pres­ 
ident’s career, of his personality and 
of his jungle exploits. Foreign Min­ 
ister Pinchon, over his own signature 
has published fn the Matin a pane­ 
gyric to “the greatest living states­ 
man.’’ The buildings, the boulevards 
and the Rues Paix, Royal and Rivoli 
are decorated in his honor. 
The 
municipal 
authorities 
are 
aroused and are preparing for the 
distinguished visitor a series of re­ 
ceptions and honors that have no 
precedent in the last twnety years 
of Parisian history. Hence it was 
no surprise that a great crowd was 
at the Eastern station to greet his 
arrival, or that despite the early 
hour

Mas i-i and Embassy staff, French of­ 
ficials, Government and 
municipal; 
Baron Takahira and many other no­ 
tables of the diplomatic world and a 
horde of journalists and photograph­ 
ers should have been on hand to 
speak the first word of welcome.

clerks and artisans, filling the plaza 
and the neighboring street, the win­

He has issued invita­ 
tions to a reception tomorrow, but 
these are confined strictly to the 
members of the local American or­ 
ganization, which is a great disap­ 
pointment to thousands in the Ameri­ 
can colony, and to hundreds of tour­ 
ists.

For long hours the gray, 
aquiline feature lay molded in the 
in ertia of death, while the pulse sank 
lower and low er but late at night 
M ark Tw ain passed from stupor into 
the first n atural sleep he had known 
since 
he 
returned 
from 
Bermuda, 
and this morning.de awake refreshed, 
even faintly cheerful and in full pos­ 
session of all his faculties. 
His Last W ords.!. 
He recognized his daughter, C lara, 
Mrs. Ossip 
Gabrilowitch, 
spoke 
a 
word or two, and feeling him self un­ 
equal to conversation, wrote out in 
pencil: 
“Give me my glasses.” 
They were his last words. Laying 
them aside, he sank first into rever­ 
ie and later into final unconscious­ 
ness. 
There was no thought at the time, 
however, th at the end was so near. 
At 5 o’clock Dr. Robert Halsey, who 
had been continuously in attendance,

“Mr. Clemens Is not so strong at 
this hour as he was at the corres­ 
ponding hour yesterday, but he lins 
w onderful vitality and he may rally 
again.”

ATTACK TAFT IN MAIDEN TALK. 


Senator Purcell Says President Leans 
Toward the Railroad Interests. 


W ashington, D. C., April 21.—Sena­ 
tor Purcell, in his maiden speech in 
the senate today on the railroad bill, 
practically charged the president and 
attorney general 
with 
purpose 
to 
transform the suprem e court to in­ 
sure the construction of the proposed 
railroad law so as to supplant and 
nullify state constitutions. 
He said 
that there were two vacancies on the 
suprem e bench and practically two 
m ore will soon exist, which would 
mean four appointm ents for Taft to 
make. 
“The pending bill shows the pres­ 
ident strongly inclined tow ards rail­ 
road in terests,” said Purcell. ‘’How 
easy it is for the president to have 
appointees bring about changes in 
the existing law.” He found 
fault 
with failure in the bill prohibiting 
over 
capitalization 
and 
im proper 
com binations on the 
part of rail­ 
roads.

21.—A 
move­ 
ment was launched today by the “in­ 
surgent” republican members of the 
house to take away from the speak­ 
er the power to appoint the house 
committees. 
Soon after the house met at noon 
Representative Fowler of Xew Jersey 
one of the “insurgents,” asked im­ 
mediate consideration of a resolution 
providing for the selection of two 
committees, one to be composed of 
republicans and the other of dem­ 
ocrats, the duty of which would be 
to designate all members of house 
committees. 
Immediately the house became a 
scene of confusion, members antici­ 
pating a repetition of 
the 
stirring 
scenes enacted 
several 
weeks ago 
when 
the “insurgents” combinning 
with the democrats, succeeded in re­ 
moving the speaker from the power­ 
ful committee on rules. 
Members who had been absent at 
committee meeting when the reso­ 
lution 
was presented, came 
flock­ 
ing into the chamber and catching 
the fever of excitement, added to the 
confusion. The speaker finally obtain­ 
ed some semblance of order and an­ 
nounced that 275 members were pres 
ent. 
Mr. Fowler was again recognized 
on his resolution. He announced that 
he did not wish consideration of the 
resolution until May 2, but desired 
to have it referred to the committee 
on rules and to have it come up be­ 
fore the house as a privileged m at­ 
ter on the date mentioned. 
The speaker promptly decided that 
the resolution was not in order, but 
said he was willing to hear argu­ 
ments on the point. 
The tension was relieved by Mr. 
Fowler saying he would withdraw 
the resolution and deposit it in the 
basket. The Hopper system for bills 
and resolutions prevails in the house. 


PREPARE SWEET POTATO LAND. 
To our mind, there is no crop on 
our farms that pays more profits for 
the cost of production than the sweet 
potato. The great trouble is that the 
potato requires so 
little 
attention 
that K is dttwj neglected. 
The best sweet potato soil is a 
deep sandy loam with plenty of hu­ 
mus to make the soil mellow and to 
supply plant food for the develop­ 
ment of the tubers. The land should 
be well-prepared, deep breaking and 
good harrowing are necessary. 
The sweet 
potato thrives better 
when placed upon a slight ridge. 
If 
the land was flat-broken early last 
fall or this spring, it should be brok­ 
en again now. Run the harrow after 
the plow to pulverize the land. 
Be­ 
fore the slips are to be set the land 
may be bedded. Run a drag over the 
beds to reduce the height and at the 
same time to firm them for reception 
of the slips. 
If the tubers were bedded out ear­ 
ly and forced by watering frequently 
the slips should be ready to set April 
15. To escape the danger of sum­ 
mer drouth, early slips are desirable. 
Sweet potatoes are easily kept dur­ 
ing the winter if care is taken to 
gather them and bouse them proper­ 
ly. There is seldom a surplus of 
good potatoes on the market dur­ 
ing 
late 
fall 
and 
winter. 
Where 
growers are well situated with ref­ 
erence to market, sweet potato grow­ 
ing is a profitable line of farming.— 
Farm and Ranch.

Guthrie, April 21.—Chairman J. E. 
Love of the corporation commission 
today filed an argum ent to be print­ 
ed on the ballot on the question of 
the repeal of section 9 of article 9 
of the constitution, requiring general 
offices of the railroads to be main­ 
tained in the state. 
He claims the 
argum ent for the railroads prepared 
by the federated commercial clubs of 
the state was written in a railroad 
officials’ meeting in Chicago and that 
the commercial bodies of Oklahoma 
had no hand in it. 
He says the pro­ 
posed amendment would strip the 
commission of its power to exert 
any influence denying the right to 
essential information.

has been reached in the senate, and 
in an impressive speech today Sena­ 
tor Cummins gave solemn warning 
to the republicans that if the issue 
was not in the interest of the peo­ 
ple the party need look only for 
further disaster. 
The contest 
now 
rages around the retention or amend­ 
ment of Sec. 7, which, as it stands, 
gives the railroads the right to make 
traffic 
agreem ents 
practically 
free 
from supervision or control of the 
interstate commerce commission. 
Would Destroy Present Advantages. 
Senator Cummins and the other 
progressives, in 
common 
with 
the 
democrats, contend that this is a 
monstrous 
proposition 
which 
will 
go fa rto destroy the present useful­ 
ness of 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
and 
practically 
throw 
away all the advangtae gained by 
the government and people in th e « 
long fight for adequate control of the 
operations of the interstate carriers. 
Condemns Section 7. 
Senator Cummins condemned the 
provisions of Sec. 7, as they appear 
in the bill, in the strongest lang­ 
uage and appealed to his colleagues 
of all shades of opinion not to per­ 
mit this step backward. If they did 
a terrible day of reckoning would 
come, and come swiftly, he said, for 
the eyes of the country are on the 
same, and the country is thorough­ 
ly aroused and 
well 
informed 
of 
what is going on. The senator in im­ 
passioned tones declared he could 
not find language strong enough to 
express his sense of the gravity of 
the crisis that confronted the sen­ 
ate, and begged his colleagues to 
pause and consider what they did 
before rejecting the amendment he 
had offered to correct the vicious 
provisions of the section in repeal­ 
ing the anti-trust law as it applied 
to railroads and putting nothing in 
its place to enable the government 
to supervise and regulate the dang­ 
erous practice of pooling.

made a striking disgression, in which 
he gave with boldness his views as 
to what is the m atter with the re­ 
publican party.

Kastelic. Since his arrival he has 
taken his meals in his rooms and has 
avoided the public and his fellow 
guests at his boarding house.

house where the stranger is stopping 
reports that she has seen in his ap­ 
artm ents many fine fur garm ents and

Nature of Illness.

pression of the spirits. 
The pain is 


severe and of an oppressive or stab- 
bing character. The attacks progress 
in frequency and severity with un- 
certain intermissions, sometimes of 
lond duration to a fatal termina- 
tion. 


Mark Twain did not die in anguish. 


On the way up from Bermuda he 
said to Albert Bigelow Paine, who 
had been his constant companion in 
illness: 


"This is a bad job, we will never 


pull through with it."

PBEPABE SWEET POTATO '1AND. 


To our mind, there Is no crop on 


our farms that pays more profits for 
the cost of production than the sweet 
potato. The great trouble is that the 
potato requires so little attention 
that • it 'iB-'^fCMi >ffagleot«*l: 
p 


The best sweet potato soil is a 


deep sandy loam with plenty of hu- 
mus to make the soil mellow and to 
supply plant food for the develop- 
ment of the tubers. The land should 
be well-prepared, deep breaking and 
good harrowing are necessary. 


iThe sweet potato thrives better 


when placed upon a slight ridge. I: 
the land was flat-broken early 1 
fall or this spring, it should be brok- 
en again now. Run the harrow after 
the plow to pulverize the land. Be- 
fore the slips are to be set the land 
may he bedded. Run a drag over the 
beds to reduce the height and at th 
same time to firm them for reception 
of the slips. 


If the tubers were bedded out ear- 


ly and forced by watering frequently 
the slips should be ready to set April 
15. To escape the danger of sum- 
mer drouth, early slips are desirable. 


Sweet potatoes are easily kept dur- 


ing the winter if care is taken to 
gather them and house them proper- 
ly. There is seldom a surplus of 
good potatoes on the market dur- 
ing late 
fall 
and 
winter. Where 


growers are well situated with ref- 
erence to market, sweet potato grow- 
ing Is a profitable line of farming.— 
Farm and Ranch.

PBEPABE SWEET POTATO '1AND. 


To our mind, there is no crop on 


our farms that pays more profits for 
the cost of production than the sweet 
potato. The great trouble is that the 
potato requires so little attention 
that. H is -^ft»B >ffagleot«*l: 
i 


The best sweet potato soil Is a 


deep sandy loam with plenty of hu- 
mus to make the soil mellow and to 
supply plant food for the develop- 
ment of the tubers. The land should 
be well-prepared, deep breaking and 
good harrowing are necessary. 


The sweet potato thrives better 


when placed upon a slight ridge. If 
the land was flat-broken early last 
fall or this spring, it should be brok- 
:n again now. Run the harrow after 
the plow to pulverize the land. Be- 
'ore the slips are to be set the land 
may be bedded. Run a drag over the 
leds to reduce the height and at the 
same time to firm them for reception 
of the slips. 


If the tubers were bedded out ear- 


y and forced by watering frequently 
the slips should be ready to set April 
15. To escape the danger of sum- 
mer drouth, early slips are desirable. 


Sweet potatoes are easily kept dur- 


ing the winter if care is taken to 
;ather them and house them proper- 
y. There is seldom a surplus of 
good potatoes on the market dur- 
ng 
late 
fall 
and 
winter. Where 


srowers are well situated with ref- 
erence to market, sweet potato grow- 
ng is a profitable line of farming.— 
Farm and Ranch.
